State Board Ready 
To Regulate Power 
And Gas Companies 


TALLAHASSEE — Thé Florida 
Railroad and Public Utilities Com- 
mission is expanding its facilities 
and adding personnel preparatory 
to taking over its new duties in 
the regulation ‘of privately owned 
utilities. 

The new jurisdiction was grant- 
ed by the 1951 legislature . and 
Lewis W. Petteway, general coun- 
sel for the commission termed it 
a “very good law.” 

Actually, the corhmission " can do 
little until after September 15, the 
date set for filing of rates by the 
power companies. 

Under the new law the ‘com- 
mission will control rates of not 
only- electric companies but. also 
gas companies. 

Mr. Petteway recently returned 
from a trip that took him to West 
Virginia, Ohio, Michigan, Minois, 
Indiana. and Kentucky, where he 
has. -been studying power regula- 
tion in those states. He has also 
started accumulating the technical 
books and materiais needed for the 
administration of the new law:
